They were 
met at the gates by union pickets, who 
attacked them with stones and clubs. 

A large detachment tried to main- 
tain order but only with moderate suc- 
cess. A shot, fired from the crowd, 
aroused the Greeks to fury. The 
Greeks, who had entered the factory, 
came pouring out armed with knives 
and revolvers, and attempted to attack 
the union men and their sympathizers, 
who were assaulting their countrymen 
at the gateway. The police, after a 
desperate struggle, managed to keep 
the two bodies of men apart and drove 
the Greeks into the factory and di.s- 
persed the crowd on the outside. In 
this fight a number of men were bat- 
tered up, the most seriously hurt being 
Wjlliam Rohrbach, who was struck on 
the head by a stone, and Antonio 
Soukasbos, whose wrist was slashed 
by a knife, 

' At night when the 300 Greeks left 
the place t’aey were attacked by a mob 
fully 1,000 strong that pelted them 
with stones, sticks and bottles. The 
police, however, escorted them to tha 
train without anybody having been 
seriously injured, although quite a 
number of men on both sides were 
bruised. 

After the Greeks had reached their 
train it is said somebody on the cars 
fired a shot, tae bullet killing Nichols 
instantly. 



St. Petersburg, April 5, — As the 
time approaches for the opening of 
land operations on a large scale, the 
Russian authorities are exercising 
greater vigilance to prevent the news 
of their plans for the disposition of 
troops in the theater of war from go- 
ing abroad. For ten days not a scrap 
of real information, except such as is 
contained in official dispatches, has 
been given out or has come from the 
front. There practically exists an em- 
bargo upon new's dispatches. 

Paris, Xpril 6. — The St. Petersburg 
correspondent of the Echo de Paris 
says that the Russian general staff is 
convincetl that the Russians will await 
a Japanese attack on the right bank 
of the Yalu. They are now busily en- 
gaged fortifying the mouth of the riv- 
er. A remarkable bridge has been 
constructed on the prolongation of the 
Wiju line connecting it with Pin Hu 
Jan. 

The correspondent says the Rus- 
sians are seeking to draw on the Jai)- 
anese only sending small troops across 
the river, 

St. Petersburg, April 6. — A press 
correspondent at Port Arthur who re- 
turned to the fortress’ Monday from 
an insj>ection trip through Southern 
Manchuria, telegraphs that country is 
strikingly full of an unusual and ac- 
tive life, that the troops are vigorous 
and healthy and animated by a de- 
sire for active operations and that the 
entire native population, including 
that of the commercial world, is friend- 
ly to Russia and full of faith in the 
Russian arms. The correspondent 
says: “Russian money, which was 

shaky at the beginning of the war, 
is again firm. 

"The Chinese volunteer militia form- 
ed there present a good api>earance, 
wearing a special uniform with eqau- 
lettes bearing the Russian national 
flag. The natives provide provisions 
freely and are selling horses brought 
from the surrounding country. The 
mandarins are ar. exception to this 
general rule, as they are cautious and 
are tr 3 dng to carry water on both 
shoulders. As their conduct is pas- 
sive it does the Russians no harm. 

“The railroad holds out splendidly 
and works regularly, all the attaches 
of the road being imbued with the high 
importance of their task. Sentries are 
lK>sted at the boundary and are doing 
duty in the neutral zone, dividing Chi- 
na and Manchuria. The weather is 
warm and the rivers are opeiL In 
Port Arthur all is quiet aud the inhab- 
itants have become accustomed to a 
state of war, though some of them are 
impatient that the enemy has been 
for so long a time invisible.” 

London, April 7. — T.ie Daily Tele- 
graph’s Seoul correspondent says he 
learns from a Jai>anese sailor who par- 
ticipated in the attacks on Port Ar- 
thur that the Japanese fleet is divided 
into seven squadrons. Four of these 
are watching Port Arthur, the fifth 
patrols the Korean coast and the sixth 
and seventh cruise between Vladivo- 
stok and North Japan. Two torpedo 
boats were much damaged In the en- 
gagements, hut ot'aerwise the fleet was 
little injured. The damages to the 
Japanese cruisers Iwate and Yoshine 
have been repaired and the vessels 
have joined the fleet. 

The Daily Telegraph’s Wei Hal Wei 
correspondent, cabling under date of 
April 6, says Russian warships are pa- 
trolling the Gulf of Pe Chi Li, and that 
the London Times steamer was stop- 
pe<l and searched 30 miles outside of 
Port Arthur Tuesday. 

Port Arthur, April 7. — The Russian 
battleship Pereseveit reports that she 
sighted the enemy Wednesday in 
Kwan Tung waters. All is quiet here. 

London, April 7. — The Times corre- 
spondent, who is cruising in the vi- 
cinity of Port Arthur, cabling concern- 
ing the hold-up of his vessel by a 
Russian warship, says it was the ar- 
mored cruiser Bayan flying the flag of 
Vice Adm. Makaroff, which chased and 
later .searched his steamer. He says 
the Bayan shows the scars of the dam- 
age recently inflicted upon her by the 
Japanese but that she is a fine ship 
and well handled.

Salt-I.ake. Utah, April 7.*-A notable 
feature tiie closing session of the 
74th annual conference of the Mormon 
chiuch wa-s the official declaration by 
President Joseph F. Smith on the sub- 
ject of polygamy. The statement fol- 
lows : 

“Inasmuch as there are numerous re- 
ports in circulation that plural mar- 
riages havo been entered into contrary 
to the official declaration of President 
Woodruff, of September 26. 1890, com- 
monly called the manifesto which was 
issued by President Woodrufl and 
adopted by the church at its general 
conference, October 6, 1890, which 
forbids any marriage violative of th-a 
law of the land, I, Joseph F. Smith, 
president of the Church of Jesus Christ 
of the I.atter Day Saints, hereby af- 
firm and declare that no such mar- 
riages have been solemnized with the 
sanction, consent or knowdedge of the 
Church of Jesus Christ of Latter Day 
Saints, and I hereby announce that all 
such marriages are prohibited and if 
any officer or member of the church 
shall assume to solemnize or enter in- 
to any such marriage he will be deem- 
ed in transgression against the church 
and will be liable to be dealt with ac- 
cording to the rules and regulations 
thereof and excommunicated there- 
from. 

“JOSEPH F. SMITH,. 
“President of the Church of Jesus 

Christ of Ijatter Day Saints.” 

This statement received the full in- 
dorsement of church members assem- 
bled, who unanimously adopted the fol- 
low'ing resolution introduced by Apos- 
tle Francis M. Lyman: 

Resolved, That we the members of 
the Church of Jesus Christ I..atter Day 
Saints in general conference assem- 
bled hereby approve aud endorse the 
statement and declaration of President 
Joseph F. Smith, just made to this con- 
ference concerning plural marriages, 
and will support the courts of the 
church in the enforcement thereof. 

A committee was authorized to take 
-Steps toward the erection of a suita- 
ble building as a monument to the 
memory cf the prophet, Joseph Smith. 
Although Utah abounds with memo- 
rials of Brigham Young, there is at | 
present not a single nmnument or j 
building in honor of the founder of the ; 
church. I

Washington, April 5. — Senate — Al- 
thotigh the post office appropriation 
bill was before the senate nearly the 
entire day, the early debate on the 
measure was in relation to general 
laud laws. Mr. Gibson (Mont.) denied 
that the proponents of the bill for the 
repeal of the desert land act and the 
commutation clause of the home- 
stead act were proceeding at the 
instigation and in the interest of land 
grant railroads. Considerable progress 
was made with the post office appro- 
priation bill. Both provisions of the 
bill relating to sites for -post office 
purposes in New York city as amend- 
ed by the senate committee w'ere 
agreed to. Other important amend- 
ments agreed to provide for the trans- 
fer of the free delivery service from 
the office of the fourth assistant post- 
master general to the office of the 
fir.«»t assistant postmaster general, was 
struck out, the age limit for cars 
used in the railway mail service and 
eliminated the restrictions placed on 
first and second class postmasters in 
the matter of telephone service. 

House — An attempt to secure con- 
sideration under the suspension of the 
rules of the bill appropriating |475,000 
for the I.ewis and Clark centennial ex- 
Ix)sition to be held in Portland, Ore., 
in 1905, failed after the house had di- 
vided several times and the roll had 
been called twice. The military acad- 
emy appropriation bill was taken up 
and after Mr. Parker, in charge of the 
bill, had explained its features briefly. 
Mr. Goldfogle (N. Y.) spoke in behalf 
of th«<.Tews of the United States, for 
w'hom he asked equal treatment and 
protection while traveling in Russia. 
Mr. I.ivernash (Cal.) made an attack 
on President Roosevelt, and Mr. Mor- 
rell (Pa ) discussed the Negro ques- 
tion.

Washington, April 6. — Senate — The 
senate Tuesday listened to a two hour 
speech by Mr. Morgan on the Panama 
' canal question and then again took up 
the post office appropriation bill, but 
adjourned without completing its con- 
sideration. Some important amend- 
ments, aside from those suggested by 
the committee, were agreed, to among 
them one increasing from 2 to 4 ounces 
^ the size of franked letters and another 
, adding 25 members to the force of ru- 
ral free delivery agents. Mr. Morgan’s 
speech was in special advocacy of his 
resolution requesting information from 
the attorney general concerning con- 
cessions to the original Panama Canal 
Co. and was in the main an arraign- 
ment of the new Panama company. 

House — The proceedings in the house 
w'ore enlivened by speeches by Mr. Do 
Armond and Mr. Grosvenor, the for- 
mer attacking the republicans for fail- 
ure to order an investigation into the 
post office charges and to revise the 
tariff and the latt.Cr vigorously defend- 
ing the republican party and lauding 
President Roosevelt for the part he 
played in the postal investigation, the 
passage of the Cuba reciprocity law 
and the treaty with Panama for the 
construction of an isthmian canal. 
Earlier in the day Mr. Prince (III.), in 
a vigorous speech, predicted friction 
between the general staff of the army 
and the secretary of wa»*. The mili- 
tary academy bill was passed without 
amendment.

Washington, April 7.— Senate — After 
waiting with much patience for many 
days, Mr. Hepburn Wednesday found 
oi)i>ortunity to speak to the senate on 
the subject of pure food. Technically 
the speech was in support of a reso- 
lution calling on the secretary of agri- 
culture to send to the senate the re- 
sults of the investigations made by his 
department into adulterated foods, but 
in reality it was in supixvrt of the pure 
food bill. Mr. Hepburn contended 
that a very large proportion of foods, 
drugs and liquors were adulterated 
and that many drugs were absolutely 
THjisonous. The greater part of the 
remainder of the day was devoted to 
Mr. Quarles’ amendment for grading 
the salaries of rural free deliv-ery car- 
riers. Finally it was declared out of 
order. 

House — In a five hour session, the 
house passed 17 bills relating to the 
District of Columbia, including one 
incorporating the Carnegie institute. 
It also passed the Bowman omnibus 
claims bill, carrying approximately 
$228,000 for the payment of small 
claims, agreed to the conference re- 
port on the fortifications bill and in- 
stead on its disagreement to an amend- 
ment on that bill providing for the 
purchase of a submarine boat. The 
Alaska delegate bill was taken up. and 
Mr. Cushman (Wash.) made a long 
explanation of the measure, setting 
out necessities of the territory in the 
way of representation in congress.

NOTES OF THE RAILWAYS, 

In order to get at the grain raised in 
Lee county. 111., the Chicago & .North- 
western railroad has contributed Jl.COC 
to help the farmers of that section build 
a good turnpike. 

Experiments made by the scientists 
appointed for the purpose by the French 
government show that the resistance of 
the atmosphere to the motion of a high- 
speed train often amounts to half The 
total resistance which the locomotive 
must overcome.
